Senate Committee on Privileges and
Elections Commences the Hearing
of the Utah Senator’s Case.

DR. BUCKLEY THE FIRST WITNESS.

The Efltor of the New York Christian Ad-
vodate Tells of Attending Mormon Con~
veations le Utah la Which President
Smith Had Usheld Polygamy in lis

o Follest sense.

Washington, Dec, 12.—Hearings of
the protest agalnst Reed Smoot, junior
senator from Utah, retaining his seat
in the United States senate, were re-
sumed Monday In the committee
privileges and elections. The room was
crowded, women predominating among
the spectalors, as was the case jast ses-
slon. Senator Smoot arrived early, ac-
companied by Waldemar Van Cott, a
Sdlt Lake attorney, who is assisting A.
8. Worthington, of this city, in the con-
duct of the defense. Judze Franklin 8
Richards, of Salt Lake, adviser to &lor-
mon witnesses and Mr, Worthington
also were.present. Former Representa-
tive R. W. Tayler, of Ohio, acted again
as the counsel for the protestants.
When the hearing opened the members |
of the committee present were Senators
Burrows, chairman: Foraker, Dubols, |
Pettus and Overman.

The first witness called by AMr. Tay- |
ler was Rev, J. M. Buckley, D, D., ul
Morristown, N, J., edltor of the Chris-
tian Advoeats, of Nﬂw York, Mr. Buck-
ley told of visits to Utah in 1901 und
agnin Inst June. At phat time he at-
fended a joint eonvention of the young
men's and young women's unions of
Mormonlsm. Tbhoss who spoke were
Brigham H. Roberts, Elmira 8. Taylor
and President Sm!ith. The andience was
estimated by the witness at 11,000 per-
sons. The line of inquiry Introduced
by Attornay Tavler concerning the
meeting wne In referenre to what had
been sald at (he convention aboul. po-
lygamons co-habitation, .

damnation to abandon a multiplicity of
